Steel-Held.Concrete Roof. 

The ruins disclose that the entire 
mass of steel-held concrete that 
formed the roof came down. The 
crash swept the supports out from 
under the balcony, apparently, and 
this hinged down at an angle of 45 
degrees, adding to the tangled wreck- 
age on the floor below. 

The building stands in an acute an- 
gle in the corner at Eighteenth street 
and Columbia road, northwest. The 
narrow niche of the stage on which 
the screen was hung was backed into 
the corner angle while to the left, 
from the stage, the line of the audi- 
torium wall runs in a straight line 
for some 200 feet down Eighteenth 
street. To the right the wall follows 
the slow curve of Columbia road for

Calls for aid went out as soon as|

and back wall of the auditorium, 
realized what had happened. 

These two three-floor wings form 
offices, a store along the Eighteenth 
street front and house the stairways 
and the approaches and exits both 
on that side and along the back wall, 
and they were not involved in the 
disaster. Later this store and the 
corridors became the first-aid sta- 
tions as victims were dragged from 
the wreckage. 

Firemen’s Hard Fight. 

Firemen fought their way through 
the heaping snowdrifts in answer to 
a general alarm. Police patrols filled 
with men churned and skidded 
through the snow, and in answers to 
a summons, marines came at double 
time. 

At Fort Myer, across the river, the 
cavalry was turned out and started 
in truck loads to the rescue, only to 
find roads blocked with snow. The 
men shoveled their way frantically, 
but finally four-mule teams from the 
fort and from the engineer barracks 
were called on. 

At the scene of the disaster there 
was wild confusion for a time. 
Those who first made their way to 
the auditorium doors saw before 
them a dim, mysterious heap of 
wreckage faintly lighted by a string 
of colored electrics on the stage that 
still stood intact. Minute by minute 
the crowds about the doors thick- 
ened. Some had relatives in the 
wreckage. The clang of fire apparat- 
us brought other hundreds, and un- 
til the marines came panting up the 
police were powerless to fight off the 
crowd. 

Cries From the Darkness. 

Iiremen plunged into the wreck- 
age with lanterns. Men with elec- 
tric torches came from all sides to 
aid. They stood on the debris they | 
must lift to reach those dead or dy- 
ing below. 

Then with care the rescuers began 
work. Every beam they touched 
might let another mass of concrete 
down if it was moved too swiftly. 
There were some groans in the dark- 
ness below, and no one kKnew how 
many men, women and children had 
been crushed or trapped there. The 
huge slabs of the concrete from the 
roof, torn from their steel support- 
ing girders, stood in crazy attitudes. 
A touch might send them toppling. 

But against every difficulty, the 
soldiers, sailors, firemen, police and 
citizens toiled desperately andthe 
dead and injured began to be brought 
out through the doorways.

'They traced each steel twisted beam 


and saw where it would be safe to 
cut and where a steel girder might 
be dragged out of the pile with safe- 
ity to those below. Holes were cut 
through the wall and with ropes and 
tackle the soldiers and sailors heaved 
away, slipping and falling in the 
mushy snow outside. 

Meanwhila, all Washington, it 
seemed, was on the way to the scene. 
Every street was black with strings 
of people. 

Hour by hour through Sunday the 
death roll rose. Less than half of the 
total had been recovered when full 
daylight came. Gradually the work 
was organized. New police and fire 
crews came in. 

After the center of the main floor 
had been cleared of victims dug out 
of the wreckage by main strength, a 
more systematic search hegan. The 
workers, sure that this center space 
held no body of injured person, be- 
gan turning over the tons of debris, 
piling it in that space or dragging 
beams and slabs outside. During the 
day electricians set up rows of lamps 
to aid the work when darkness fell. 

Spurts of Light at Scene. 

As the gas jets came into play, 
brilliant spurts of flame lighted the 
scene. Showers of sparks rose as 
the live heat bit through inches of 
steel to free another tangle. High on 
the walls sailors and soldiers perched 
on hanging beams’ or in window

The final turning over of the 
wreckage was well under way soon 
after dark last night. When the 
weight of the last section of the gal-

DOCTOR DISCUSSES 
- PROBLEM OF SYPHILIS

Martin F. Engman, in Washing- 
ton U. Lecture. Says It Is 
Time to Meet It Openly. 


Dr. Martin F. Engman, lecturing 
yesterday afternoon in the Washing- 
|ton University Medica} School audi- 
torium on “Syphilis and Its Results,” 
Said that the disease. and the social 

Problem attending it. should be dis- | 
cussed openly. 

He laid down six assertions as to 
the disease: 

1. Syphilis is an infectious dis- 
_ Case, and should be treated socially 
as such. 

2. A certain large percentage of 
Cases are acquired innocently and 
not through vice. 

%. It is a curable disease. and 
should be treated intelligently and 
energetically in its early stage. 

4. In a large majority of cases, 
Syphilis, even in the latent stage, 
Can be cured, or the individual ren- 
dered practically free of the infec- 
tion. 

5. The Wasserman reaction {s not 
infallible, and is merely a guide to 
treatment and diagnosis. 

6. The disease should be recog- 
nized as a social problem, but not 
one to be discussed behind closed 
doors. 

Wrong Attitude Towards Disease. 

Dr. Engman is clinical professor 
of dermatology in the Washington 
University School of Medicine. His 
lecture was the third in this year’s 
series of Sunday afternoon addresses 
on health topics. He said in part: 

“Syphilis is generally supposed to 
be associated only with vice, and for 
this reason the name has been taboo 
in polite society. Tuberculosis and 
other infectious diseases are spoken 
of glibly, but syphilis has been ig- 
nored and one only speaks of it hesi- 
tatingly and, we might say, with a 
oust. This is the wrong attitude to 
5 1 toward this disease It 


is ever 
with us, it affects not only our sons 
but our daughters, and we cann 
Every father, everv mpt 
every adult male, every adult female, 
in fact, every child more than i13 
years old, should know something 
about this infection and its means of 
conveyance. It does not reap its 
large harvest by death, because peo- 
ple do not die directly from syphilis, 
but it does reap a large harvest in- 
directly, and in years after infection 
causes not only death in some in- 
stances, but sorrow and suffering. 
Disease in Latent Stage.

Mystery Thrown Around It. 

“In a small percentage of cases 
where the organism has been stored 
in the brain or nerve tissue, grave 
and troublesome nervous diseases 
might ensue, such as locomotor 
ataxia or paresis, but fortunately 
this is rare, and if one who has 
syphilis has been properly treated 


‘and has cared for himself, this un- 


fortunate sequel does not occur. 

| ‘The trouble is that there has al- 
ways been an air of mystery thrown 
around syphilis, and the disease has 
been hidden in communities or fam- 


lies. This is the source of dan-'! 


ger. We are not ashamed of tuber- 
culosis. When this infection occurs 
the individual will care for himself 


and bend every effort to accomplish | 


a cure, even to leaving his business 
for a number of months or years. It 
is not so with syphilis.

| Blood Test and Treatment. 

| Dr. Engman described the Was- 
lserman blood test, which he declared
